guard of Spaniards, a Recciuer, and two Prea- 
chers, beſides ſome fixtie Countrey-men, which 
did behaue themſclues bravely with ſhooting and 
and cafting , or flinging of ſtones ar them, yet for 
the moſt part quite ouer them, and when they per- 
ceiued the ſame, they came ſo nigh, rhat they ſer 
the gate on fire, andoneof rhem got vpon one of 
cheirroofes, atwhom they ſhott , and killed fine 
more of them, hurting neuer a one within, where- 
upon they retired, and went to Werlfteim (which 
as yet in all theſe warres was priuiledged by the 
Gouernour of D#{/elldorp) which they ſacked, and 
killed ſeuenteenth perſons, carrying all their car- 
tleaway with them, ſo that the hurt there done 
was counted ro mount to aboue fortie thouſand 
florins (or gilders.) But Tilly is now come downe, 
and accompanied with foure thouſand Coſlackes, 
is loyned with Spinola.
